The two-thirds majority rule

Missouri, son of the late Speaker 
Champ Clark, who received a ma- 
jority vote in 1912 for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but failed to be- 
come the party's choice when he 
did not receive a two-thirds ma- 
jority. Had the rule adopted last 
night been in force in 1912, Speaker 
Clark would have been the Demo- 
cratic standard bearer that year in- 
stead of Woodrow Wilson.

Cincinnati, O., said there would be 
serious disadvantages in the ‘cur- 
riculum.

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FRM INDICTED, 
ACCUSED OF FRAUD 
IN PHA PAYROLL 


Weather Strip Company, 
Its Head, W. J. Moslank, 
Charged With Padding 
Wage Figures. 


The Moslank Metal Weather 
Strip Co., 4518 Delmar avenue, and 
its president, W. J. Moslank, were 
indicted by the Federal grand jury 
today on a charge of defrauding 
the ‘Government by padding a 
PWA payroll in connection with a 
contract on the construction of the 
Neighborhood Gardens housing de- 
velopment. 

The indictment charges the com- 
pany and its president on five 
counts with having “willfully and 
unlawfully” misrepresented either 


the hourly wage paid to three em- 
ployes or having falsely recorded 
the number of hours they worked 
during June and July of 1935. 
Charges on Wage Payments. 
The first count charges that the 
company returned a voucher, ac- 
companied withan affidavit signed 
by Moslank, that for the week end- 
ing June 15, 1935, it had paid to 
Lee Russell, a weather stripper, 
$26.25 for 21 hours of work during 
the week at the basic rate of $1.25 
an hour. It is alleged that Russell 
actually was paid on 87% cents an 
hour. | 
It is further charged that the 
voucher stated that the company 
paid Holmer B. Boyd, a caulker, $25 
wages for 20 hours of work at $1.25 
an hour, whereas Boyd was actually 
paid for piecework at 4% cents for 
a foot for weather stripping and 
was able to earn, and was paid 
$1.08 an hour. 
In the second count it is charged 
that for the week ending June 29, 
1935, the company stated in its 
sworm voucher that it paid Russell, 
Boyd and F. F. Williams Jr, another 
employe, a total of $80 in wages, 
whereas only $37.50 was paid to the 
men. 
The third count alleges that for 
the week ending July 6 the com- 
pany stated it paid Russell $35 
in wages, Boyd $17.50, and Williams 
$10, all at the basic rate. It is 
charged that all were not paid the 
basic rate and received substan- 
tially less. 
The fourth and fifth counts al- 
lege that for the weeks ending July 
11 and July 25 the vouchers main- 
tained that the men were paid a 
total of $75 and $71.25 in wages, re- 
spectively, but that in each case the 
amounts received by the men were 
less. 
The maximum penalty on con- 
viction on each count is 10 years 
in the penitentiary, a $10,000 fine, 
or both. 

Other Indictments Returned. 
A total of 52 indictments were 
returned by the grand jury in its 
final report to Judge Davis. Of 
these 40 were for violatign of the 
liquor laws, two for petty counter- 
feiting; three for violation of the 
Dyer Act, and two for thefts from 
the mails.

SALE OF SWIFT STOCKYARDS 
HOLDINGS BEING NEGOTIATED 


Amount Reported at $10,000,000; 
Would End Consent Decree 
Fight.

CHICAGO, June 26—John De 
Witt, New York investment banker, 
today announced he was negotiat- 
ing for the purchase of all stock- 
yards holdings of Swift & Co. for 
transfer ultimately to the United 
Stockyards Corporation. 

The transaction, he said, had not 
been completed pending settlement 
of a few details and court ap- 
proval. The Chicago American in a 
copyrighted article said the pack- 
ing concern had sold all its hold- 
ings to De Witt for approximately 
$10,000,000 but the banker said he 
would “rather not mention a 
figure.” 

Swift & Co. officials dclined to 
confirm the sale. A spokesman said 
the “transaction has not been com- 
pleted,” and there was no further 
comment. |

He said the splash was ‘heard by a | 
sentry and a woman passenger. 

Disputes Reports of Storm.

Maj. Bell’s version. He said the. 
night was calm and clear. | 

Capt. Bawsel, who was to have | 
entered Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washington for observation and 
treatment, boarded the transport 
with his family at Panama. 

Maj. Bell said Mrs. Bawsel had 
related how she _ retired Sunday 
night after tucking*the children in 
and awoke in the morning to find 
them and her husband gone. When 
Mrs. Bawsel arose she asked a stew- 
ard if he had seen her husband. 

“She thought he had the children 
on the deck and she wanted to 
wash them for breakfast,” Maj.

Mr. Chairman and delegates to 
the Democratic national conven-

We meet again. Four years 
ago we met at a period of great 
concern, a period of depression 
and dissatisfaction, and a period 
of widespread alarm as to our 
farming and business prospects 
and the future of our country as 
a whole. 

At that time, the convention 
had promised an earnest, sincere 
and determined effort, under the 
leadership of a man whose cour- 
age was unquestioned, 40 bring 
about a recovery from ills accent- 
uated and increased by Republic- 
an uncertainty and instability. 

We now meet after three years 
of such effort. We meet to ac- 
count for our stewardship, and to 
give to the people the man best 
calculated to succeed in carrying 
out and continuing the rehabilita- 
tion so quickly begun and so suc- 
cessfully carried out since 1933. 

Roosevelt's Early Days. 

I am here to nominate such a 
man. Probably because I have 
such an intimate knowledge of 
this man and his early history, I 
have been selected for the honor 
of presenting him to you. : 

We were raised as boys in ad- 
joining towns, but with different 
horizons. My horizon was the 
Hudson Valley—his the universe. 

I was his senior in years. Asa 
Democratic office holder, I pre- 
sented his name as our candidate 
for State Senator in 1910, I be- 
lieve I knew him better than 
most of his constituents. I told 
them that this young man was 
ready to carry Out the heritage of 
his birth, to give his time and his 
life for the benefit of his State 
and his country. 

His district was almost hope- 
lessly Republican. With his usual 
perseverance and courage he 
stumped it in company with Dick 
Connell, a much older man, the 
Democratic candidate for WCUon- 
gress. 

Dick had been the perennial 
Democratic candidate in this’ 
wholly Republican district. When- 
ever he came to a little old red 
country school house, he went 
in and made a speech on patriot- 
ism~to the pupils and teacher— 
and he whispered to his younger 
co-candidate, “You know, if I 
live long enough for these chil- 
dren to grow up, they will vote 
for me and in time elect me.” 


With “People” From Start. 

This vision grew into a real- 
ity in 1910 because the Congress- 
man and Senator were . both 
swept into office. 

From the beginning our nomi- 
nee, although coming from a dis- 
tinguished family, fought the 
fight of the common people, and 
against the domination of the rail- 
roads, then at the height of their 
power. He opposed the influence 
of financial interests in politics 
and government. 

He showed a complete under- 
standing for the farmers who had 
just come through a period of 
depression and farm foreclosures. 
He opposed the efforts of the 
Chambers of Commerce in his dis- 
trict to freeze out industries 
which paid their employes a liv- 
ing wage. He opposed the black- 


list, secretly managed by manu- 
facturers’ associations. 

When this young man arrived 
in Albany, he found that a lead- 
er of his own party was about 
to send to Washington as United 
States Senator, a man definitely 
tied up with a powerful and self- 
ish traction interest. 

He immediately took up the 
fight against this betrayal of the 
people’s trust. He continued it 
with such determination and un- 
flinching courage that the nomi- 
nation was blocked and there was 
selected as United States Senator 
a lawyer and judge of unques- 
tioned probity and integrity. 

Named to Nayy Post. 
: The triumphant re-election of 
our nominee in 1912 was proof 
of the confidence of the people 
of his district had in him. and a 
recognition of his leadership in 
the State Senate. It was also a 
demonstration of the fact that he 
represented not any particular 
interest, but the entire people. 

His service in the New York 
legislature directed the attention 
of the nation to this young man. 
He was invited to become As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy by 
President Woodrow Wilson a 
post formerly filled by his illys- 
trious cousin.

Then in 1921 came the sudden 
affliction which seemed to all of 
us would forever remove this 
young man from public life. 

We did not know in those days 
that Providence was only prepar- 
ing him for the greater work the 
future had in store for him. I 
had not, then studied Emerson's 
essay on the law of compensation. 
No one can have full sympathy 
for the misfortunes of others un- 
til and unless he has suffered 
himself. 

Capacity to Understand. 

All of the suffering through 
which he has gone has broad- 
ened his heart, has given him a 
greater capacity for sympathy 
and understanding of human 
needs of all kinds,. It prepared 
him for the stricken nation which 
was placed in his hands on the 
fourth of March, 1933; it prepared 
him for the emergency and radi- 
cal surgery necessary to rid the 
body corporate of the disease 
which beset it. 

As an early evidence of this 
sympathy he undertook the as- 
sistance of crippled children that 
they might receive the benefit of 
greater efforts to make their lives 
a bit more happy and more com- 
plete. 

During all these years the home 
life of this young man remained 
typically American. He lived in 
his home at Hyde Park; he man- 
aged the farm, happy with his 
trees and his friends. Years cgo 
he started soil conservation on 
the rough portions of his own 
farm by the planting of ever- 
greens. It was one of the earliest 
examples of the proper use of 
land. 

He maintained the same friend- 
ly contact with his neighbors and 
with the people of his own home 
county, alive to their personal 
problems and to general local 
business affairs, content in the 
friendship of his Dutchess Coun- 
ty friends. 

Call of Friendship. 

Happy in the knowledge that 
he was pulling his own weight 
in the boat, in 1928 he came back 
to public life in New York 
State, not because of any politi- 
cal ambition of his own, but 
solely in answer to the call of 
friendship. 

He came to 1932 with a back- 
ground of four successful years 
as Governor of the Empire State. 
Despite an opposition majority in 
the legislative body, his every 
nomination had been confirmed, 
and nearly every important prop- 
osition submitted to him was 
ultimately approved and put into 
legislative form. In his own 
state, as Governor, he came to be 
known as the champion of the 
liberties of the plain people. 

In 1932, not only the Demo- 
cratic party, but the entire coun- 
try were on the lookout for a 
man of broad vision, one con- 
scious that the prosperiiy of the 
United States depended upon the 
well-being of the entire people 
and not of any special class.

Not from the millions who have 
received employment through the 
instrumentality of the relief and 
public works agencies. 

Not from the suffering farm- 
ers whose purchasing power is 
being restored. 

Not from the citizens of that 
vast section of the country where 
lives and property are being pre- 
served by flood control. 

Not from the millions now re- 
ceiving electrical energy at a fair 
rate because of the efforts of the 
TVA, the Federal Power Author- 
ity and other instrumentalities of 
the Government. 

Not from the millions whose fu- 
ture is assured by the Social Se- 
curity Act. 

Not from the millions of depos- 
itors whose savings in banks are 
guaranteed by the Federal Depos- 
it Insurance Corporation. 

Not from the small merchant 
and storekeepers. 

Not from those having invest- 
ments providing moderate living 
incomes. 

Not from the millions of work- 
ers for whose benefit we have 
endeavored to ensure a living 
wage.

CONVICTION OF TWO BROKERS 
UPHELD IN APPEALS COURT 


Judge Had Commented, “That Is 
About the Worst I Ever Heard 
in This Courtroom.”

CHICAGO, June 26. Convictions 
of Myron M. Hughel and Walter P. 
Pfaff, Indianapolis investment 
brokers, on charges of using the 
mails to defraud, were upheld by 


the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday. 

District Judge Robert C. Baltzell 
sentenced Hughel to five years ir 
Leavenworth Prison and fined him 
$3000. Pfaff was given a sentence 
of three years and fined $3000. 

The contention of defense attor- 
neys in their appeal was based on 
Judge Baltzell’s remarks. 

The Appellate Court said: 
“Judges are not automatons. They 
are expected to guide the jury to 
intelligent action. Their duty is not 
fulfilled unless they help that body, 
that is, guide its deliberations. To 
do so, Judges must take charge of 
the trial. 

“They cannot ‘stand by.’ They, 
rather than counsel, are responsi- 
ble for respect-inspiring verdicts by 
juries, and for favorable public 
opinion which an orderly, intelli- 
gent, well-directed trial inspires.” 

Objections were raised by the 
defense to these remarks of _ the 
trial court: “You wouldn’t need 
many customers like that to stay in 
business.

This was on the eve of her 
trial at Mexico, for the kidnaping, 
at which she was acquitted, and 
after the Post-Dispatch had dis- 
closed the baby hoax. 

In the first letter, dated in Au- 
gust, 1934, Mrs. Muench wrote: “In 
the agony of my heart and soul I 
hired a private detective to inves- 
tigate Freddies statement.” This 
apparently was a reference to Dr. 
Pitzman’s brother, Fred Pitzman, 
who was attempting to break off 
the relationship of Dr. Pitzman 
and Mrs, Muench. 

The letter was brief, and after 
making reference to some pictures, 
the nature of which was not set 
forth, closed with the line, “My one 
object in writing you is to ease

The Second Letter. 
The second letter set forth in 
the indictment was dated Oct. 17, 


It occupied two single-spaced type- 
written pages in the 


Charging that Pitzman had “joined 
the P. D.—against me” but pro- 
testing that “this whole God awful 
affair has not given me the heart- 
aches sorrows nor worries that 
you have,” she wrote:

The third letter, dated Oct, 23, 
1934, was written on stationery of 
the New York Life Insurance Co., 
for which her husband had been 
medical examiner until her indict- 
ment in the Kelley kidnaping. 

This letter began with a refer- 
ence to another letter which Pitz- 
man had sent to “Karl” and in 
which, it was clear from the con- 
text, Dr. Pitzman had written that 
he “was through” with Mrs. 
Muench. The recipient of the Pitz- 
man letter, it was plain, was Karl 
Auer, lame Symphony Orchestra 
musician who lives in the Muench 
home.

The letter pointed out that an ap- 
peal would be taken to the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Colum- 
bia from the ruling of Justice Jo- 
seph W. Cox of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court denying an 
injunction - against the memorial. 
The opponents hoped to get a tem- 
porary restraining order from the 
Court of Appeals, the letter said, 
adding that the appeal might not 
be heard until next spring. 

In Washington, Paul O. Peters, 
representing the opponents’ com- 
mittee, said the appeal Would be 
filed next Tuesday. 

The circular letter of the commit- 
tee said David H. Robertson, St. 
Louis attorney who represented the 
petitioners for an injunction, had 
received a promise from Govern- 
ment attorneys that “no steps will 
be taken by the Government for 
general acquisition of the area un- 
til the matter ‘: thoroughly decided 
in court.” 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man, who returned yesterday from

— The 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
reported today that farm income in 
May was the highest for that month 
since 1930. 

For the first five months of this 
year farm income was estimated at 
$2,638,000,000, compared to $2,488,-

Running From Port of New 
York Ordered to Stop 
Practices.

— The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today ordered seven class one rail- 
roads operating from the Port of 
New York to revise warehousing 
and handling practices which it 
said violate the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. 
The commission ruled the carriers 
were guilty of “unjust discirmina- 
tion, undue preferences and depart- 
ure from published rates” by offer- 
ing shippers these services at less 
than cost... 
Railroads named in the order 
were the Baltimore & Ohio, Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western, 
Erie, Lehigh Valley, New York Cen- 
tral and the Pennsylvafia. The 
practices which the commission con- 
demned were ordered halted by Oct.

BERLIN, June 26. — Japan's 
world-beating “wonder team” of 
swimmers is cocksure of holding 
on to the Olympic swimming cham- 
pionship, but your ola Uncie Sam's 


boys may turn tables on the lads 
from the land of the rising sun. 

After looking them over in their 
first easy breather and s‘zing them 
wp in comparison to swimmers 
from various climes, I am getting 
the hard and fixed idea that the 
whole tussle for the cnhampionsnip 
is going to hinge around the 200- 
meter relay. That's where the boys 
will shine and trot out their cl,am- 
pionship stuff. 

The small-statured Nipponese ar- 
rived here after a strenuous trip 
across Siberia from their native 
land. They are here plenty early 
and are spending a few days vest- 
ing up and looking around ‘their 
new home in the village before 
starting training for the O!ympics. 

Records in Prospect. 

Looking forward to Olympic pros- 
pects, I'd say the Japanese havea 
good chance of coppiag, for exam- 
ple, the 100-meters event with Ma- 
sanori Yusa, who has been cutting 
through the water around world’s 
record time for this distance and 
hopes to be doing under 57 seconds 
when the century is called in the 
swim stadium here. 

“The other chief contenders are 
Fick of U. 8S. A., Fischer of Ger- 
many, Osik of Hungary—ell doing 
record time. 

Japan has Negami, Ishiharada 
and Makino for the 400-meter event. 
This is the only race America won 
in Los Angeles, and all hopes are 
placed on Jack Medica to retain 
this title for U. S. A. 

The 1500 meters looks like a clean 
sweep for Japan with Negami, Ishi- 
harada and Makino swimming 15 
to 20 seconds faster than _ their 
closest competitors. Kitamura, Ja- 
pan’s 1932 Olympic 1500-meter 
champion, is ill and unable to com-| 
pete. 

The 100-meter backstroke looks 
like a clean sweep for VU. S. A. with 
Adolph Keifer, Albert Vonde 
Weghe, Dan Zehr and maybe Dr. 
Kojac, America’s 1928 Olympic 
champ. These boys are all doing a 
couple of seconds better than Ko- 
jac’s 1928 record of 1:8.2. 

The breast-stroke looks like a 
toss up with Koike having as good 
a chance as Johnny Higgans of U. 
S. A., Leonard Spence of Bermuda 
or Sietas of Germany. 

Hard to Weigh Youngsters. 

In my way of thinking the 200- 
meter relay will tell the tale of the 
1936 Olympic swimming champion- 
ship. Japan has the edge on us 
after their great performance in 
Los Angeles, but nevertheless we 
have the strongest team we have 
ever had. All young fellows, there 
is no telling how fast the boys will 
go, especially when they are full 
of pep and still climbing the lad- 
der with plenty of sound experience 
behind them and an Olympic cha:in- 
pionship in view.

A British military detachment, re- 
orted two men wounded in an early 
morning skirmish in the Nablus dis- 
trict, Following the fight, the 
British soldiers saw the Arabs Cac- 
rying three of their men up into 
the hills, apparently dead. 

Nine Arabs, a British soldier and 
a Jew were killed yesterday in en- 
counters between British troops and 
Arabs near Nablus. 

A detachment of Seaforth High- 
landers fought a band of snipers 
in the Nablus hills for five hours, 
killing four and wounding three. 

The Akraba British platoon killed 
two raiders and wounded one. The 
others were killed in outbursts of 
sniping, which gained in intensity 
in the Jerusalem area. 

A British lance corporal wounded 
in the Akraba fighting died last 
night.

Payments on External Loans 


Due to Financia] Conditions, Cash Will Be’ 


Deposited in State Bank, Not 
Sent to U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 26.—Financial 
representatives of the Polish Gov- 
ernment have informed 
agents of the Polish external 


loans that transfers of service 
amounts have been temporarily 
suspended because of acute finan- 
cial conditions in Poland. 

A statement issued yesterday 
through the Polish Telegraph 
Agency announcing the suspension 
said: 

“A special delegation of the Pol- 
ish Government, which arrived in 
the United States a few days ago, 
informed the fiscal agents of the 
Polish external loans that to the 
regret of the Polish Government, 
in consequence of generally well- 
known restrictions in the foreign 
trade exercised by all countries, in- 
cluging the creditor countries, the 
surplus of the trade balance of 
Poland has been lowered to an in- 
significant figure. In consequence, 
the reserves of the Bank of Po- 
land dropped to $70,000,000. 

“In these circumstances the Pol- 
ish Government was compelled to 
declare that: 

“1. For the time being payments 
due under the loan agreements 
shall be made by means of effec- 
tive deposits in zlotys to the credit

agenis in the Bank of Poland. 

“2. Transfers of service amounts 
are temporarily suspended. 

“3. It desires that the conversa- 
tions about the situation herewith 
created be resumed at a con- 
venient moment.” 

Polish bonds broke sharply today 
in the New York Stock Exchange. 
Late in the 
sales had been made at heavy re- 
ductions. Offering prices were re- 
duced step by step by traders seek- 
ing sales for the securities. Prices 
fell from $10.50 to $16.75 on $100 of 
par value. 

Three issues of bonds affected 
are listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. They are the Govern- 
ment sinking fund eights of 1950, 
outstanding in the amount of $35.,- 
000,000; the sinking fund gold 
stabilization sevens of 1947 out- 
standing in the amount of $22,630- 
000, and the sixes of 1940 outstand- 
ing in the amount of $19,574,500. 
The loans were floated between 
1920 and 1927. 

All three issues have been under 
severe pressure for several weeks, 
since the Polish Government 
adopted drastic foreign exchange 
restrictions.

END OF THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 

The two-thirds rule in Democratic conventions 
originated 104 years ago as a political ruse. De- 
spite its troublesome consequences, the rule had be- 
come so firmly intrenched that it was not until 
the present convention that its abrogation became 
| possible. 

To Andrew Jackson goes the responsibility for in- 
troducing this rule. He was in line for nomination 
|| for a second term by the first Democratic convention, 
|| at Baltimore in 1832, but complications arose over 
| second place on the ticket. Jackson's Vice-Presi- 
|| dent was John C. Calhoun, but a feud had developed 
| | between the two, and the President wanted a new 
|| running mate, Martin Van Buren, his Secretary of 
| | State. Calhoun, however, appeared to have a ma- 
|jority in the convention. How to stop Calhoun? 
|| The two-thirds rule was the improvised answer. 
When Calhoun could not rally that percentage, Van 
Buren won, and the two-thirds rule became a party 
institution. Though it has been opposed by many 
party leaders, circumstances in successive conven- 
tions prevented repeal until this year. 
| The history of this rule has been a long succes- 
|| sion of wrangles and frustrated hopes. One of its 
‘first victims was, by an ironic tarn, the man for 
whose benefit it was invented. Van Buren was a 
candidate for the presidency at the 1844 conven- 
tion. He had majority support, but he failed to clear 
the two-thirds hurdle, and James K. Polk, the first 
“dark horse” in convention annals, was nominated. 

Another convention in which the rule played a 
momentous part was that of 1912, when Champ Clark 
of Missouri had a clear majority, only to lose the 
nomination to Woodrow Wilson on the forty-sixth 
ballot.

It has been largely through the influence of the 
South that the two-thirds rule has enjoyed its cen- 
tury and more of existence. Southern delegates could 
never command a majority, but by having more than 
one-third of the convention votes, they could block 
the nomination of a candidate unsatisfactory to their 
section. It is political strategy to nominate presi- 
dential candidates from “doubtful” territory. Because 
of the South’s long Democratic tradition, candidates 
are not chosen from that region, and the two-thirds 
rule has been viewed as a safeguard to the section. 
In practice, however, the results have been the un- 
democratic one of giving veto power to a minority, 
and long convention struggles that led the party to 
disaster in the election. 

The time chosen for repeal] of the rule is obviously 
the logical one. With President Roosevelt’s renom- 
ination a foregone conclusion, no immediate strategy 
is at stake. No cries of poor sportsmanship will be 
heard, as would have been the result had the Roose- 
velt forces persisted in their intention to repeal 
the rule at Chicago in 1932. The President and his 
politician strategist, Mr. Farley, were agreed on re- 
peal, all that is necessary in tls convention. 

For consistency’s sake, however, the unit rule 
should have been abrogated at the same time, for it 
offers the same obstacles to convention harmony. 
The Republicans in 1880 discarded the requirement 
for state delegations to vote as one. The unit rule 
is a survival from the days of state caucuses. Some 
state delegations now are free to vote as individuals 


in Democratic conventions, but the rule has been 


This, of 
course, makes minority dictation possible, just as 
the two-thirds rule has done.

THE SENATE COMMITTEE DISSENTS. 


It is interesting to note the wide disparity in opin- 
ion between the Bureau of Air Commerce and the 
Senate Air Safety Committee on the causes of the 
TWA air-liner crash at Atlanta, Mo., May 6, 1935, 
which killed Senator Bronson Cutting and four 
others. 

In a report made public June 14, 1935, the Bureau 


of Air Commerce listed five contributory causes of | 


the accident: erroneous forecast by the United States | 


Weather Bureau, improper clearance of plane from 
Albuquerque by TWA ground personnel when the 
plane’s two-way radio was not functioning, improper 
control by the same personnel in not calling the plane 
back because of the radio trouble, pilot’s error in con- 
tinuing the flight after finding himself unable effec- 
tively to communicate with the ground, failure of 
TWA ground personnel to give plane proper instruc- 
tions.

PHILADELPHIA. 


WO weeks ago in Cleveland, the Repub- 
T tican convention was gathering in an at- 

mosphere of fresh and exciting enthusi- 
asm for a political unknown who had cap- 
tured imaginations, Gov. Alfred M. Landon. 
There were lots of people there who had 
never been to national conventions before, 
wearing huge sunflowers and acting as if 
the world were their oyster, as indeed it 
promised to be. Newspaper men watched 
and wondered what new factors Kansas was 
bringing into national politics. 

Today, we watch a similar stage, but with 
very different actors, We have, for instance, 
just come from a pr«ss conference held by 
James A. Farley. shere was nothing for 
Mr, Farley to say. We asked him about the 
Smith-Ely telegram to the delegates, calling 
upon them to nominate a “genuine Demo- 
crat,” and he replied, “No comment.” We 
asked about the Union party, the inflation- 
ary third-party threat, and still he said, “No 
comment.” We asked about the platform. 
Again, “No comment.” 

But however cut-and-dried things look on 
the surface here, there is a great deal going 
on underneath, and between Philadelphia 
and Washington. President Roosevelt and 
his advisers are facing a critical decision. 
They are under pressure from two direc- 
tions. 

On the one hand, the conservative Demo- 
crats, represented by ex-Govs. Smith and 
Ely and their collaborators in the pre-con- 
vention telegram, while in appearance press- 
ing the party’s platform and its nominee 
over into orthodox or conservative commit- 
ments, are really preparing to bolt. On the 
other hand, the Union party is an even more 
serious threat, pushing platform and nom- 
inee over toward more radicalism— inflation, 
silver, their Pandora box of panaceas. 


> * a 


On both sides, a substantial wedge of for- 
mer Democratic support threatens to break 
away. The Smith-Ely telegram, if it had 
any real meaning at all, is to prepare the 
record for a definite walkout of these con- 
servative Democrats, and perhaps for the 
presentation of a constitutiorial Democratic 
ticket. Otherwise, it is empty rheforic. 

The Union party makes its bid for the op- 
posite fringe, for the supporters of various 
isms, most of them in the field of monetary 
experiment. And the Union party speaks in 
a larger sense for many of the dissatisfied 
everywhere in the nation, many who respond 
to demagogic appeals, many of the “have- 
nots.” 

There is always, a sage observer remarked 
to me today, about 25 per cent of the 
vote in the United States which responds 
to demagogic appeals. In 1932, President 
Roosevelt was able to corral most of this 
dissatisfied vote; he represented a coaili- 
tion of antis. If he loses many of these 
antis to the Union party, if the Smith-Ely 
combination really captures a goodly frag- 
ment of conservative Democratic strength, 
if Gov. Landon takes not only the irreduci- 
ble Republican minimum of votes but a seg- 
ment of middle-ground progressive opinion 
as well, then the chances of President 
Roosevelt’s re-election are appreciably dim- 
mer. 

The Democrats are more or less resigned

to losing the Smith-Ely faction. They hope 
—as Chairman Farley announced—that the 
La Follette progressive group will support 
President Roosevelt and partly counteract 
the loss of the discontented fringe which 
will follow the Union party. 

But the platform, however cleverly con- 
trived, will certainly not be enough to meet 
the diverse attacks upon the New Deal. More 
will be required if Mr. Roosevelt hopes to 
recover his ground. For the first time, it 
looks as if the President would have to fight 
hard and even against odds for re-election. 
It is possible that some kind of political deal 
will remove from the picture the new Union 
party. But no such deal is in sight now.

Actually, it is hard to see what the Lemke- 
Coughlin-Gerald Smith and possibly Town- 
send factions from their viewpoint hope to 
gain by preventing the re-election of Mr. 
Roosevelt and putting Gov. Landon in the 
White House. If these inconsistent factions 
have any common denominator, it is their 
inflationary money and tax policies. On 
those points, Mr. Landon is adamantine. 

It would seem, still looking at the situa- 
tion through the eyes of the third-party 
backers, more in their interest to exert their 
admittedly great local influence to elect a 
big bloc of Congressmen, who could then 
bring pressure to bear upon President 
Roosevelt during his second term. Mean- 
time, the Union party managers could ex- 
tort various promises from the President. 
Certainly Gov. Landon has no disposition to 
promise them anything. 

Perhaps, therefore, the Lemke-Coughlin 
group is waiting for an ultimate offer from 
the Roosevelt camp. Only the theory that 
they would reap the whirlwind in 1940 could 
prompt this inflationary group to wish for 
Republican victory in 1936. The indications 
are that Mr. Roosevelt will swing farther to 
the left, as he has done before. But the 
third-party threat has spoiled all the fun 
at Philadelphia. The leaders here have got 
to think fast, and furiously. 


HIGHER CRITICISM.

E can find a certain dry, academic in- 

terest in the report that George M. 
Lamsa, an Aramaic scholar, after delving 
into old manuscripts of the book of Jonah, 
now has demolished the famous whale. He 
says the whale wasn’t even a figment of 
Jonah’s imagination, but -was a mere figure 
of speech indicating that the prophet, not 
wanting to obey orders and go to Nineveh, 
was “in a hole.” 

By the same token, it may be surmised 
that Daniel wasn't in the lions’ den, either, 
but in a quandary, and Noah wasn’t in the 
ark, but in a dither. 

All we can say is that it certainly was a 
lucky error for the sake of Jonah's reputa- 
tion. For there’s a psychological difference 
of about 3000 years between remembering 
whales and arks and lions, on the one Nand, 
and abstractions like a dither on the other. 

Those who prefer Mr. Lamsa's version are 
welcome to wrap themselves in it for 
warmth and amusement on long winter 
nights. But the world usually has been will- 
ing to concede a few points in favor of a 
really inspired story-teller.

N every occasion except one since the 

Civil War, the Democratic or the Re 
publican party has nominated for the pres 
idency a second time a chief executive who 
was completing his first term of office. Fail 
ure to renominate would usually be consid 
ered a confession that the administration 
had been a failure. 

The exception was Hayes, who believed 
that a President should serve only one term.

Several hundred _ students of 
Catholic colleges in 30 states at- 
tended the opening of the sixth 
biennial students’ spiritual leader- 
ship convention, sponsored by the 
Sodality of Our Lady, which began 
this morning with mass at St. 
Francis Xavier (College) Church. 

Business sessions, held at Hotel 
Jefferson, commenced at 10 a. m. 
and will continue until Sunday 
night. This meeting pill be fol- 
lowed, next Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday, by a convention for stu- 
dents of Catholic high schools at 
which about 1100 delegates are ex- 
pected. 

Political, social and economic 
questions and the proposed Cath- 
olic solution of the problems of the 
day are the principal subjects to 
be discussed at the meeting.

A special committee then would 
report to the Assembly, it was sug- 
gested, that independent Ethiopia 
no longer exists and therefore does 
not need representation at the Sep- 
tember session of the League. 


Haile Selassie Still Hopeful. 


Unconvinced of the loss of his 
kingdom, Haile Selassie, his repre- 
sentatives declared, will ask for the 
additional application “of all meas- 
ures provided in the covenant.” 

His argument, bolstered by a per- 
sonal appearance, probably will not 
affect the Council’s action, diplo- 
matic quarters predicted. 


Already the exiled Ethiopian 
ruler has had three disappointments, 
His departure from London was al- 
most unnoticed, only a few friends 
being on hand to bid him good-by. 
In Paris, one representative of the 
French Foreign Office greeted him. 

Before he began his trip, he re- 
ceived word from the Swiss Fed- 
eral Council that he would not be 
welcomed as a permanent resident, 
but might enter Switzerland “to de- 
fend his case.” 


Ras Kassa, one of the Emperor’s 
chieftains, stood guard outside his 
compartment in a second-class car- 
riage during the night journey from 
Paris.

ON FEDERAL LAND BANK LOANS 


Farm Credit Administration An- 
nounces Rate Will Be Extended 
for Year. 


WASHINGTON, June 26. — The 
Farm Credit Administration an- 
nounces that the 3% per cent in- 
terest rate will be continued for 


one year on $2,000,000,000 of out- 
standing Federal Land Bank loans. 

This is announced as a result 
of President Roosevelt's signing of 
a congressional resolution amend- 
ing the Farm Credit Act and the 
Federal Farm Loan Act. 

Official said that, in addition to 
outstanding obligations, 
negotiated between now and June 
30, 1937, would bear the 3% per 
cent rate. Loans would be writ- 
ten at 4 per cent, they added, but 
the new legislation provides an 
emergency rate of 3% per cent for 
the next fiscal year. 

Under terms of the Farm Credit 
Act, the interest rate was to have 
been stepped up to 4% per cent 
at the end of the fiscal year and 
subsequently to 5 or 6 per cent. 

The decision to continue the 3% 
per cent rate was said to have been 
based on the contention that the 
emergency still exists in farm fi- 
nancing.

TEXAN ADMITS KILLING 
HIS WIFE AND STEPSON 


Johnson City Farmer Con- 
fesses After 24 Hours When 
Starting for Funeral. 


By the Associated Press. 

JOHNSON CITY, Tex., June 26.— 
District Attorney Carlos Ashley 
said last night that Ernest Herwig, 


44 years old, member of a pioneer 
Blanco County family, had con- 
fessed the killing of his wife, 26, 
and his stepson, John Roebuck. 

The bodies of Mrs. Herwig and 
her son were found Wednesday 
night in a bedroom of the Herwig 
farm home about 10 miles south- 
east of here. They had been hit 
with an ax. 

The farmer had maintained for 
almost 24 hours he did not know 
how the double killing occurred. 

“We told him we were getting 
ready to take him to the funeral,” 
Ashley said. “For a minute, he 
acted like he wanted to go. Then 
he said: “I’d like to talk to you 
about something.’ In a few minutes 
he was relating his version of the 
killing.” 

The sheriff, present when the 
statement was made, quoted Her- 
wig as saying Mrs. Herwig ran at 
him with the ax and that he feared 
for his life. They quoted him as 
saying the boy aided his mother 
in the fight, which ended in the 
killing. 

Earlier the husband had said he 
found the bodies of his wife and 
stepson in the house after hearing 
a commotion while he and his 
daughters were in the garden. 

Officers found the ax 50 yards 
from the house and said it ap- 
parently had been washed in an 
effort to remove the stains. 

Mr. and Mrs. Herwig had been 
married about two years. 


PLANNING BOARD ORDINANCE 
BEFORE E. ST. LOUIS COUNCIL 


Calls for Commission of Nine to 
Study Population and Construc- 
tion Trends. 


The East St. Louis City Council 
took under advisement yesterday a 


proposed ordinance creating a city 
zoning and planning commission 
to make recommendations for the 
future growth of the city. The or- 
diance will be voted on next 
Wednesday. 

Under the ordinance, the commis- 
sion ig to consist of nine members, 
three of whom will be Mayor James 
T. Crow, Building Commissioner 
John D. Johns and City Engineer 
Reuben Koch. The other six are 
to be property owners, appointed 
by the Mayor on the basis of com- 
petency and approved by the City 
Council. Members of the commis- 
sion serve for six years without 
pay. 

The function of the commission 
will be to make studies of popula- 
tion and construction trends and to 
recommend boundaries for commer- 
cial, industrial and residential dis- 
tricts, along with regulations con- 
cerning size and use of buildings. 

The commission is required to 
draw up a “major street plan” to 
govern development.of public im- 
provements, including streets, park- 
ways, bridges and playgrounds, and 
to recommend methods of co-ordi- 
nating transportation and commu- 
nication facilities. Recommenda- 
tions are to be put into effect only 
after approval of the City Council. 

The commission will be empow- 
ered to engage technical consult- 
ants and make other expenditures 
out of appropriations by the City 
Council,

BELGRADE, June 26. — “Long 
live the King!” say the loyal Serbs, 
and then add affectionately: “May 
God be kind to his naughty 
brother!” 

King Peter at 12 impresses the 
nation as a serious little fellow who 
studies hard to equip himself for 
the hazards and _ responsibilities 
which life imposes on a Balkan 


monarch. 


But Tomislav, 8-year-old Prince, 
who delights in pranks, has per- 
haps won more completely the af- 
fections of the Yugoslavs. When he 
gets a chance he trades marbles 
with the youngsters of Belgrade, 
and drives a sharp bargain. He 
teases the King. He makes a din 
in Detinje Palace, and sometimes 
tries the patience of his mother, 
Queen Marie. 

It is related that sentries about 
Detinje noted that for days a large 
group of children had gathered at 
a point of the high iron fence 
which encloses the garden, always 
at Tomisiav’s play-time. Investiza- 
tion revealed that the Prince inside 
and his friends outside were en- 
gaged in a broad-spitting contest. 

Once the Queen was proceeding 
along a carpet spread at the en- 
trance of a church. The crowd 
should have been standing at re- 
spectful attention. Instead, there 
were titters, for Tomislav, bringing 
up the rear, was jumping forward 
occasionally to see how close he 
could come to the train of his 
mother’s gown without landing on 
it.

The contract for electricity would 
be for the supply for streets, parks 
and all public buildings not fur- 
nished from the city’s own genera- 
tors.

Street Lighting Plan. 

A 10-year contract with Union 
Electric for street lighting and 
some other purposes will expire 
Dec. 31. A three-year’ contract, 
chiefly for the parks and traffic 
signals, expired two years ago but 
has been continued by agreement. 
Director of Public Utilities Edward 
E. Wall told the Aldermanic Pub- 
lic Utilities Committee today the 
proposed new arrangement would 
save the city from $31,000 to $68,- 
000 a year; that most of the cur- 
rent has been costing 1.1 cents a 
kilowatt hour but that the new 
plan would carry a price of about 
§ of a cent. He expressed the 
opinion that it would not be eco- 
nomical to build a municipal gen- 
erating plant and pointed out that 
no funds for one were available. 

A draft of the proposed new con- 
tract provided that if cost of gen- 
eration should be decreased 10 per 
by changes in 
methods, the city should be given 
the benefit in its rates. 

Cleaning Decision Delayed. 

The committee postponed until 
next fall consideration of a bill to 
authorize a new three-year con- 
tract for cleaning street lights, be- 
cause some of the Aldermen have 
sought to have the city undertake 
this work itself, providing more 
jobs... Wall urged passage of the 
measure. The contract of the Wels- 
bach Street Lighting Co. of Ameri- 
ca for the cleaning expired two 
years ago and has been continued 
by agreement. 

Alderman Emmett Golden voiced 
a protest on the board floor against 
the order of Health Commissioner 
Joseph F. Bredeck, effective for 
the last three years, for destruction 
of all dogs caught o. the streets 
without lashes, whether licensed or 
not. Golden did not believe the 
prevalence of rabies was serious 
enough to justify this. Alderman 
Whitelaw T. Terry defended the or- 
der, asserting that the condition 
Was More serious than many per- 
sons realized. 

The board adjourned to Oct. 2. 
Its clerk's office will be closed in 
the meantime, except between 9 a. 
M. and noon Wednesdays. A com- 
mittee was appointed to arrange 
the annual aldermanic picnic next 
Month.

But when a druggist in Newton 
Creek came forward to say that on 
the Tuesday before Avis Linnell's 
death, he had sold poison of the 
same kind to Mr. Richeson, the 
theory became more than a 
suspicion. ; 

Mr. Richeson was reported to 
have hoaxed the druggist into sell- 
ing this poison for the purpose of 
killing a dog.

His trial was set for the 

following January, and those who 

refused to credit his guilt were ve- 
hement in his defense. 

By the middle of December, how- 
ever, it was diffieult to believe in 
his innocence. One night, in his 
cell, using a piece of tin as a weap- 
on, he inflicted such a mutilation 
upon himself that he nearly died 
from loss of blood. A week or two 
later his attorneys presented to the 
Court his signed confession of 
guilt. Finally, he pleaded, in open 
court, “Guilty of murder in the first

degree,” and was sentenced to 
death, without the empaneling of 
a jury, or any trial. His rights were 
in no way invaded—what was the 
need for a trial?

cepted in a Massachusetts court 
about 1865. 

Mr. Richeson walked calmly to 
the electric chair, making response 
to the questions asked him by the 
chaplain. Even after he was 
strapped intothe chair, the voices 
went steadily on, and the switch 
was turned as they reached the 
question, and the reply: 


“Are you willing to die for Jesus’ |

JOHN O’'GROAT S—John O'’Groat’s House is the legendary site of the octagonal house built by John Groote, 
a Dutch emigrant in the time of King James IV. Groot brought his family here from Holland, and in time there 
were 8 heads of the family who would dispute the precedence at the family table at mealtimes. John settled 
this dispute by building an octagonal house, with 8 doors and an octagonal table. Each head would enter his own 
door and be satisfied to sit at his own end of the table. The site, which is now marked by a flag and mound, 
1s popularly associated with the most northern point of Scotland. The legend is perpetuated in John O'Groat's Hotel 
which has an octagonal dining room and a table of the same shape.
